vnto loue, and to good workes, Ler vs 
exhort one another , and that ſo much 
the more,becauſe the day draweth necre. 

Through this ambold co impart an 
admonition to you, and this concerning 
a dueiy of molt great and high impor- 
cance-to wit, of Catechizing. 

_ Ant II ſuppole there cannot bee a 
moreneedfull thing ſpoken of; and con- 
cerning which admonition ſhould be ra- 
ther giucn, then this: partly by reaſon 
of the great benefit and profic which 
commeth by it ; and partly through the 
orcatcontempt and neglect which is had 
of it; and partly tor that a great number 
of theſe , by whom this duty isto be per- 
formed, putit off from them asa bulines 
impertinent, and with which they ſtand 
not chargeable, i meane this laſt of 
Houſeand Schoole-gouernours. 

I ſhall therefore labour breeffy to in- 
torme you of three things : the firlt is, 
teaching the profit of it : ſecondly I ſhall 
cndeuour to remoue the contempt of it: 
thirdly, I ſhall prooue that you (my bre- 
thren aboue mentioned) doe in $i 
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Houſe-holders, orc. 


ſort (though not ſo fully as certaine 0- 
ther) ſtand chargeable thercin. 

Touching the firſt,my reaſoning ſhall 
be onely by allegation of the ſcuerall be- 
nefits which flow from it : now Catechi- 
zing is of exccedingaduantage, as in ref- 
pet of the preaching: it is not vaknown 
how great the number is of thele who 
enioy the preaching of the worde, and 
ace nothing , or very ſknderly bettered 
by it ; this is molt certainely one mayne 
cauſe thereof, the wantof Carechizing ; 
in that perſons come vnskilled thercro 
n the principles of religion : and there- 
forethis is a ſpecial courſe to be raken of 
him that would bea good proficient by 
preachingthat he beſcen inthe grounds 
before mentioned 

Secondly, concerning the Sacrament 
of Baptiſme, wherein wee enter into ſo- 
ſemne Covenant with Gods majeſtic , 
hov, commeth it to palle that ſo many 
thouſands who haue thus ſolemnely 
bound themſclues, yet are (o farre from 
keeping it, that they {carcelie thirke of 
luch a matter ? Proccedeth not this of 
neglect of Catechizing? And thercfore 
as any one tendreth toreceiuethe com- 
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To Chriſtian Parents, 


_ fortof his baptiſme, it Randeth him vp- 


on to ſubmit himſelte to this kind of in- 
ſkrucion, 

Thirdly, concerning the Sacrament 
of the holy Supper, is not this generaliy 
to be held ofall Chriſtians, that the ſame 
appertaineth not to all commers , but 
onely to prepared gueſts ? therefore the 
holy Ghoſt plainely afftirmerh of the 0- 
ther ſort, that they cate and drinke their 
owneiudgement : now can it beedenied 
thatthis is one ſpecial good helpe of pre- 
paration, to bee well lefloned in all the 
ground points of the chriſtian doctrine? 

Fourchly, what a ſpeciall matter is it 
to bee frequent in the reading of the (a- 
cred Scriptures, concerning which , the 
commandement ot our heauenly maſter, 
js exprelicforall, /ohn 5,Search the Scrip. 
rures, for inthemy- 'hinke to haue eternal 
life ; and they are they which witneſſe of me: 
hereby we are made wiſe vnto faluation, 
2 Tim,3. now certaine itis, that without 
Catechizing , the Scriptures will be as a 
{ealed booke : and thereforeas we haue 
in regard the reading of Gods booke, to 
recejue edification and comfort by it;itis 
needful] we be skilledin the principles 
before, Fiftly,

Fiftly, can there bee a more notable 
preſeruatiue, to keepe vs fate from the 
multitude of ſeducers and impoſtors in 
the world, as Teſuites and Seminaries ? 
How many are peruerted by them ? tor 
they compatle fea and land, to make of 
their profeflion , that they may make 
them the children of hell like them- 
ſelues, I willnot ſay two-fold worſe; for 
thac I ſuppoſe cannotbe : witnelle their 
many treacheries and conſpiracies, ad 
eſpecially that gunne-powder bulineſle, 
which argue their attainment to perte- 
Rion in this kinde. If falſe Prophers may 
be knowne by their fruits, which is the 
rule of our maſter, atth,7. then itis no 
hard matter for theſe who will apply 
themſelues to diſcerning of ſpirits (rhe 
which we arecounſelled, 1,704» 4.1.) to 
finde our of what ſpirit they are : but 
concerning thele that haue beene ſub- 
uerted by them, hath there beene a more 
chiete cauſe then negle& of inſtruction 
inthe grounds of the true religion ? 

Sixtly, what a rich treaſure is the teare 
of God? the want whereof Abraham per- 
ceiuingin a country where hee was ſ0- 


lourning , doubted of villanies to bee 
A 4 done 
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donehimand his wife : $#rely (ſaid hee) 
the feare of God's; not inthu place, and they 
will [lay me for my wines (ake, Gen,2o. This 
isit which keeperh the ſubie&tfrom diſ- 
loyaltie againſt his Prince and Soue- 
rargne, 1,Sam.26.9.10,11. which is the 
ground of dutifulnete in children to. 
wards their parents, Epheſ.6.1. Children 
obey yoar parents in the Lord, This is the 
chaine that tieth ſeruants to due obedi. 
ence to their maſters, Epheſ.6. 5.6.7.8. 
This is it that holdeth perſons from 
breaking torth into lewdneile of behaui- 
our : Howcas 1 (aid /oſeph being temp- 
ted by his il] miltreſle) doe this great wic- 
kedneſſe, and ſo ſm againſt God ? Gen,39.9. 

Now is it poſliblethat this treaſure of 
Gods ſ{eare can be,except there be know- 
ledge going before ? and is there againe 
a more dire way for this, then inftru- 
ctionin the principles of Chriftianitie ? 

veuentbly, what is catechizing in the 
very nature of it,-but as itwere a taking 
of any one by the hand, to lift him vp 
out of the dungeon of darkneile, and to 
bring him into the light and ſight of 
Chriſt crucified, the which alone doth 
jee'd iuſlification, Eſa. 3,11, and life

So thar catechizing 
isa molt ſpeciall pole to lift vp the bra» 
zen Serpent, the onely beholding of 
which perfeRly cureth that deadly 
wound which that fiery Serpent of hell 
gaue v8, John 3, If therefore the know- 
ledge of Chriſt crucified be in price and 
account with vs, (the which Pas/eſtee- 
med of ſuch excellencie, that all things 
of this world herewith compared, hee 
reckoned them to bee dung and filth, 
Phil.;.) then ought this exerciſe co bein 
requeſt with vs,as being withour all con- 
trouerlie greatly requilite to the getting 
and procuring of that worthy ſcience. 
There may be added an eighth bene- 
fit : The doctrine of theGoſpell is a my- 
lterie, Epheſ. 3. 9. yea a great myſterie, 
1,7:.3.16, and every one by his birth

1,Cor.2. This being ſo, it may ealily ap- 
peare hoiv neceſſary catechizing is,as be.

A ninth conlideration of the benefit 


all of two ſorts ; either they are babes, 
| through 
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through being lately new borne; or they 

haue attained co ſome good growth,and 
they haue their wits exerciſed todiſcerne 
both good and euill. This diſtinRion 
the holy Ghoſt ſettech downe, Heb,g, 
13-14. Now how many are there of the 
former ranke ? (yea and it were well if 
they were cometo this) and as fortheſe, 
they haueneed of milke, and nor (trong 
meatzas the Apoltlethere [peaketh-v, 12, 
And will you know what hee meaneth 
thereby milke? heexprelleth himſeltea 
lictle before, calling ic the far(t principles 
of the word of God : and could heehaue 
ſpoken moreplainly ? 

Thelaſt benefic, which is the pertei- 
on of the whole : Catechizingis necetla- 
rie to the eltabliſhing of perſons for a 
fixed and ſetled (tanding in grace, 7f yee 
continue in my word ({aith our heauenly 
Maſter) then are yee my Diſciples, Toh.$, 
31, Now hereuntothis kinde of exerciſe 
{by the confeſſion of all) is (ingularly 
expedient, Ir is a common title giuen to 
the principles of religion, that they arc 
called grounds, which is a very fitappel- 
lation, as being to notifie, that all ſuch 
vo arenot skilled in thele principles, 
are

areas a building which ſtands ypon ne 
bemeground, Therefore euery onethat 
mindeth in good earneſt the profeſſion 
of Chriſtianitie, had need co looke to his 
oround, that it beſureenough. eAllthat 
will luve goaly (faith the Apoltle,2.7 im. 3.) 
mult ſuffer perſecution : and theretore 
without firme ſethng not any one may 
looketo hold out again(t ſuch ſtormes 
and tempelts, 

Let this ſuffice to haue beeneſaid con- 
cerning the benefits by catechizing, the 
which as divers coards twiſted together, 
may make as a great Cable to draw and 
pull any vntoir. 

Nowin theſecond place, I am to la- 
bour about remoueall of the contempr, 
wherein this noble exerciſe is : and here, 
albeit the former conlideration, touch- 
ing the profits ariſing by it, may bee ap- 
plied to this, yer whereas profic is one 
thing, and dignitie or excellencieis ano- 
_ L will herealleage what concernerh 
this. 

Firſt, ſhould catechizing ſeeme a baſe 
and vilematter in our eyes, which God 


inthedepth of his wiſdome hath inuen- 


red as an ordinance of his, to helpe his 
elect 
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elec to the faith of Chriſt, or tocog. 
firme them therein ? This is an arpy. 
ment which Pasl vied in his plea for 
preaching, which otherwiſe was accoun- 
tedfoolithneſſe, 2,Cor,1.21. Here then 
may I ſay this of catechizing : Beeitin 
the account of the greaternumber a foo. 
liſh and weake thing, yet certainly it is

men , and Gods weaknelſle , which is 
{tronger then men, 1.Cor.1.25. 
Secendly, ſhould that be contempti- 
ble with vs,the carcfull and diligent pra- 
iſe of which , hath made certaine, 
though otherwiſe much accepted, yetto | 
be the more honourable with God? 
eAbraham for example : It is true that 
his faith properly made his perſon plea- 
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{1ng vnto God, Heb. 1x 1.6.and 3 9.yet his 
diligentneſſe aboutthe inſtruing of his 
familieinthe way of the Lord, did make 
him the more acceptable; and therfore 
for this very a&t God maketh him of his 
priuie counſell :. Shall 1 hide ( faith the 
Lord) jrom Abraham the thing that 1 will 
doe? For I know him, that he will command 
his ſons & hu konſhold after him, that they 
keepe the way ofthe Lord,Ge. 18.17.19. 
Thirdly,

In the Eccleſiafticall ſtorie there is

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mention made of diuers Catechilts, Pan- 
rene, Clemens, Origen, and other which 
wereinthe Primitive Church, or very 
ſhortly vponthe ſame, that tooke great 
paines in this kinde, More then rhis,ir is 
evident thatin the Apoſtlesrimes it was 
in practiſe, as is plaine both by the fifc 
toche Hebrewes, verl. 12.213. andeſpeci- 
ally che (isr, ver, z. 2. young Timorhre, 
as he was brought vp by his mother Ex- 
zice, and grandmother LZoys,in the Scrip- 
tures from his childhood, 2. 7m. 3, 15, 
ſodoubtleſſe he was in this kinde allo. 
Further then this, in the times of the old 
Teſtament there is mention made of S- 
lomon, how he was taught and inſtructed 
by his mother, Prox.the laſt : The words 
of King Lemmel, the prophecie that his mo- 
ther taught him, 

Beyond all this, itis plainerhatin the 
times of the Patriarkes catechizing was 
pratiſed, That Zaceb vſeGir, it is plaine

by Gen.z3 5. Then (aid Jacob to bis houſhold, 


and to all that were with him, put away the 
ſtrange ods that are among yon, and cleanſe 


1onr [elues, Now it may not otherwiſe | 


be thought, but that this holy Patriarke, 
as herooke (traighr order for the remo. 
uing of the falſe gods, ſo his care was az 
great in the informing them in the 
knowledge of the true God, andin the 
right worthip of him, And as for Abra- 
ham , that hee vſed it, it is euident by 
Gen.18. the placeformerly alleaged. 
Yea it aſcendeth to the ſupreme! 
height of antiquitie, which is toe Aaam- 
himſelfe : for in that his two ſonnes did 
ſo applie themſelues ro the worſhip and 
religious {eruice of God, it is c:rtaine 
(howſocuer it be not literally expretled) 
that this came topaſle by being catechi- 


zed ard inſtructed therein, by their Pa- | 


rents Adam and Ewe. 

Fourthly, this makethnor a little tor 
the high reputation of catechizing , in 
that all thereformed Churches through- 
out Chriſtendome doe vrge and require 
the praiſe of ic ; wherein what doe they 


otherwiſe then 2ivean honourable telti- 
monie ynto it 2

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Laſtly (which ogely might ſuffice, if 
therewereno more ſpoken for ir) Cate- 
chizing is of ordinance Apoſtolicall 
and fo it i8 not of humane invention, but 
ithath Ichoua himſeifero be the founder 
of it, T his 1s plaine by Heb. 6. the Apo- 
[tle hauing before ſpuken of the needful- 
nelle of it, whereas he ſaith, Te hane need 
agame that wee teach you the firſt principles 
of the word of God, then doth hee after- 
ward relate the Carechiſmeic ſelfe in the 
maine 2.principall poiats of it, which he 
tearmeth repentance trom dead workes, 
and faith towards God : he mentioneth 
alſotherwo forts of perſons of whom it 
was required, to wit,the Conuert, before 
they were baptized, which he meanech 
by the doqrine of Baptilmes, and the 
children of Belecuers {0 ſoone as they 
came to diſcretion, which hee meanerh 
by the laying on of hands, becauſe theſe 
little ones atter ſuch exerciſes performed 
by them, had the hands, to wit, ofthe 
Paſtors, laid on them. 

Thus wee haue ſeene of theſe two 
points, to wit , the great profits which 
come by catechizing, and alſo that there 
:sno vilenelle in it, ſo az any one may 


deſpiſe 
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defpiſeit ; but contrariwiſeto bee had in 
great regard by any perſons whatſocuer, 

T here remainerh now this third to be 
ſhowne,which is that you(my brethren) 
whoare Parents, Maſters, and Schoole- 
ouernours, hauean intereſt in this bu- 


ſtand chargeable for the practiſe of this 
dutieof catechizing. 

Farre beit from mee to lay any yoke 
on your neckes, or burden on your 
backes, other then that which is Chriſts, 
to which euery one muſt ſubmit him- 
ſelfe, Marth. 1.29. eſpecially ſirhence 
his yoke is ealie, and burden is light, 
Matth,11.30, Heis that great, yea and 
only L:w-giuer to the conſcience, and 
therefore theſe that deſire to beein the 
number of his good ſubiets, mult not 
denic him obedience, as in other, ſoin 
this dutie. | 

Now how ſhall this appeare'? Euen 
ealily i wee acknowledge that all che 
whoie Scripture is only his word, accor- 
ding as is ſaid, Col. 3, Let the word of 
Chriſt dwell plemteouſly in you , meaning 
thereby the whole dorine of the Scrip- 


ture. But let ys goeto the matter, _ 
fark 


ineſſe, I meane that in ſome ſort you | 
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firſt I reaſon thus : Euery Chriſtian is by 
his calling a Prophet, A.2.12, andcer- 
caineit is, that if wepartake with Chrilt 
in his two greater offices, to wit, Prieſ(t- 
hood and Kingdome, Res 1.6, we Par- 
cake in the letſer alſo, which isof Pro- 
phecie. Now then it euery common 
Chriſtian oughr co bee a Teacher, how 
much more you, whoſe callings, chovgh 
not publike, yer are more ſpeciall then 
ordinary ? 

Secondly,thus I argue : The husband 
| oweth this dutieto teach the wife, as is 
plaine by 1.Cor.14.35. If they will learae 
any thing, let them aihe their husbands at 
bome : now lhe is a perſon of ſuperioritie 
inafamilie; then much more is this du- 
tieto be performed rothoſe that are ([1m- 
ply the inferiours, 

Thirdly, the expreſſe commands of 
Godare many and diuers for this dutie : 
Ieut, 6, T heſ, « words which I command 
theethis day, ſhall be in thine heart,andthen 
ſale rehearſe them continually untothy chil» 
aren, amdſhalt talke of them when thou tay =" 
reſt in thine houſe. Likewiſe yerl. 20. 7 1 
thy ſonne ſpall acke thee intime to toine, ſay- 

. ing, What meane theſe teſtimonies and ord.

Wances, &c. then thou fhalt ſay wnto thy 
ſonne, &c. AndP/al.78, Godeſtabliſhed 
ateſtimonie in Jacob, and ordained a Law 
in [ſrael, which he commanacd onr Fathers, 
that they ſhould teach their children, that 
the poſter tie might know it ,and the children 
which ſhould be borne, ſhould land vp and 
declare it to thetr children, 


And in the new Teſtament, very 


pregnant is that which is Epheſ.6, Te Fas 
thers prouoke not your children to wrath, but 
bring them wp in inſtrultion and information 
of the Lord. 

Fourthly,I chus argue : You that are 
Parents and Schoole-gouernours, owe 
loue vnto your children and Pupils, for 
this is a common debt which we owe vn- 
toall, Rom.1 3.8. much more vnto them, 
Now this loue mult bein deed, 2. 70.3. 
x8. and can there bee a more ſpeciall 
worke of loue, then to helpe them to 
that ſcience,which yeeldeth for its bene- 
fit life eternall, 7oh,1 7.3. 

Fittly, thoſe that profeſſe the Chrilti- 
an faith, are by their calling Abrahams 
children, Gal.3.7, Now they that will be 
Abrahams children, muſt neceſfarily (a8 
Truth it ſelfe hath affirmed) doe the 
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workes of 4braham, 1oh.8.39. Now this 


vas oneof his workes, as may bee ſeene 


Gen.18.19. of which alſo God didtake 
e[pcciall notice. 

Sixrly, it is your deſire, that at the ap- 
pointed times, eſpecially at Eaſter, they 
ſhould come to the Sacrament, and par- 
take thereof : now in comming vnpre- 
pared, what other doe they then eat and. 
drinke vuito theinſelues iudgement ? 
1.Cor.1 1, and ſhould nor you takepitty 
on them in this reſpe&, and apply your 
beſt endeuours, that they may not turne 
vnta, their bane, which by Gods ordi- 
nanceis appointed the food toliteeter- 
nall ? 

Seuenthly , you that are Parents and 
Maſters , delire greatly to haue your 
children dutifull and obedient, alſo 
your (cruanrs faithtull and diligent zand 
can there be a tnore notable means then 
catechizing, for the effeing of this, 
whereby thcir hearts may bee ſeaſoned 
with grace , and conſequently fit fruits 
will be following ? BE >. 

La(tly, what is a Chriſtian familie 
but alittle Church ? ſo-is it tearmed in 
diucrs places, as Rm: 16. 5, and Philem.

[ omir further allegations ( beloued 
brethren ) concerning this catechizing 
duticto be performed by you : itis God 
only that hath the perſwallue power, 
Gen.g.27. 

T will onely ſatisfhe a demand or two, 
and ſo I will cad. One is, wherefore I 
am l1]eat concerning the Miniſters, for 
the executing of this catechizing buli- 
nefle : I anſwer, for that generally it 1s 
held for a dutie whereto they are boun- 
den, whereas concerning other it is not. 
And hence it is ſtrange to mec, that all 
thoſe who make conſcience of preach- 
ing, docnotalſo of catechizing,which is 
equally commanded, and rather more 
then letle profitable, Secondly, T hat if 
the Miniſters doethcir duties,there may 
beno more required thcn their care to 
preſent them ro the Minilter : I anſwer, 
that except they doe ſomething in pri- 
uate, the profit by the publike may bee 
endangered : but if this be negleedin 
the publike, then it ſtandeth you the 

more

more vpon,that your ſelues be labourers 
in the worke. 

If hereir be ſaid, the matter is too dif- 
ficult ro be done by you, I anſ(wer,if you 
only command your companies to 
learne theſe principles, and to veer the 
ſameto you, thisis a ſmall matter ; and 
then there are ſo many hcipes H» thoſe 
who haue written vpon the grounds of 
Religion, that at the lealt ſome of thoſe 
being procured, there may bee ſome- 
thing with great facilirie performed. 

I ſhall briefly (pccifieſomerhing con- 
cc1ning this Treatiſe which here 13 put 
forth, and ſoTwillend. 1 haue for the 
method altogether followed the Pala- 
tine Catechiſme: for the matter, I haue 
vied libertietherein, as other haue done 
before me in the ſelte-fame booke, 

The points here ſet downe, I hope 
haue euery one of them good warrant. 

Thereare ſomeperſons, for whom T 
have doneit, who I know will make vſe 
of it ; and indeed forthem 1 tooke this 
bulineſle, ſuch as it is, in hand. 

Yet I haue bcene bold to hang out a 
varland, becauſe rhis kinde of mine, 
honſocucr good, js in ſmall requeſt, I

meaue of catechizing in generall. 

Now I delire you (good brethren) 
to take my former admonttions and ex- 
hortations in good part, and to accept 
theſe my pacreendeuours in theforwar- 
ding of thi: ſo needfullanexercile. 

Andſol commend youto Gods gra- 
tious inciizing and directing you for all 
his good ordinances : and 1 heartily be. 
ſeech him co vouchlafe to all vshis cle&t 
andcil:cd ones of his purpoſe, through 
a grace that was giuen vs through Chrilt 
beiorethe world was, that wee may bee 
made periezn all good workes, to doc 

his wil, working in v> that which is 
pic:{antin tis bght,thiough lejus 
Chrilt,ctouhom be praiſe 
for euer and Cuer, 
Ainen.
